New^n  Dec.  5 — The  Newton  Baptist 
church  and  all  Its  equipment  and  fur¬ 
nishing  were  destroyed  by  a  fire  dis¬ 
covered  at  8  o’clock  Sunday  morning. 

Damage  was  officially  set  at  over 
$50,000. 

The  blaze  was  believed  to  have  ori¬ 
ginated  from  the  furnace  which  had 
been  lighted  at  7  a.  m.  by  the  church 
janitor  In  preparation  for  Sunday 
School  and  morning  services. 

The  40-yeaf-old  structure  burned 
furiously  and  quickly,  and  was  com¬ 
pletely  demolished  In  an  hour. 

A  great  loss  In  equipment  was  re¬ 
ported.  Burned  were  five  pianos,  all 
the  pews,  hymn  books,  pulpit  furni¬ 
ture.  and  two  beautiful  old  stained 
glass  windows. 

Between  five  and  ten  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  in  insurance  was  carried,  and  of¬ 
ficials  of  the  church  said  that  the  In¬ 
surance  would  not  cover  the  loss  of 
the  Irreplaceable  windows  alone. 

Plans  have  been  underway  for  some 
years  to  erect  a  new  Baptist  church 
building  In  Newton,  and  only  recently 
these  were  completed  and  presented  to 
the  church  for  approval.  Drawn  by 
Spain  and  Diggers,  Jackson  architects, 
the  new  Newton  church,  which  has

RIDDELLS  WRITE  FROM 
COLOMBIA,  SOUTH  AM. 

A  letter  from  the  Gerald  Riddells, 
missionaries  who  have  returned  to 
Colombia,  South  America,  after  a  fur¬ 
lough  In  the  Stat^,  tells  of  their  safe 
arrival  and  of  the  apparently  undam¬ 
aged  arrival  of  their  car  and  baggage. 
And  the  material  that  did  arrive  was 
In  good  shape,  but  In  impacking,  six 
of  the  undamaged  crates  were  found 
empty.  The  stolen  supplies  were  esti¬ 
mated  at  $1,(X)0  (US). 

After  four  weeks  of  searching,  they 
have  taken  a  house  just  two  blocks 
from  the  American  school  In  Bogota’. 
Whole  blocks  of  the  business  section 
of  the  town  are  demolished,  and  there 
are  many  shortages,  giving  Inflation 
free  reign. 

Prospects  for  Baptist  work  there  are 
encouraging.  The  radio  program  Is  on 
the  air  again,  having  been  suspended 
for  five  months  after  the  Revolution. 
The  people  have  had  their  faith  In 
Roman  Catholicism  shaken,  giving  the 
missionaries  an  opportunity  to  reach 
the  people. 

In  Colombia  as  a  whole  Baptists  are 
advancing.  The  Riddels  request  our 
prayers  and  ask  that  we  support  world 
wide  missions.

SOMEWHERE  IN  RUSSIAN  ZONE 
OF  GERMANY— During  the  past  har¬ 
vest  season  many  people  went  to  the 
wheat  fields  to  glean  the  harvested 
fields  In  order  to  find  a  few  kernels  of 
wheat.  A  day  of  back  breaking  effort 
often  results  In  only  a  few  pounds  of 
wheat.  People  also  went  to  the  har¬ 
vested  potato  fields,  digging  around  In 
the  ground  for  a  few  potatoes  which 
the  farmer  might  have  missed.  Many 
of  these  people  arrive  evenings.  They 
sleep  out  of  doors,  near  the  fields,  all 
night  In  order  to  be  first  among  the 
seekers  when  dawn  breaks  on  the 
eastern  horlaon. 


given  only  to  those  who  work  In 
highly  productive  factories  and  then 
only  those  are  considered  who  pledge 
allegiance  to  Communism.  People  who 
take  a  stand  against  communism  can 
rot  In  their  misery  so  far  as  the  Rus¬ 
sians  are  concerned. 

The  fcssoing  of  ration  cards  is  at 
present  varied  and  very  irregnlar.  The 
reason  given  by  the  Russians  for  this 
Irregularity  Is  the  need  of  groceries 
for  Berlin.  There  seems  to  be  an  at¬ 
tempt  on  the  part  of  the  Russians  to 
make  the  German'  population  of  the 
Russian  sone  believe  that  they  (the 
Russians)  are  feeding  all  of  Berlin. 
Ration  cards  are  only  issued  as  gro¬ 
ceries  are  available  in  the  stores.  Only 
such  Items  appear  on  the  ration  card 
as  are  In  the  stores.  Because  of  this 
the  housewife  can  never  know  just 
what  she  might  be  able  to  buy  to¬ 
morrow  The  German  population  In 
the  Russian  tone  must  often  go  a 
whole  month  without  meat  or  fat  of

To  them  the  charch 
lacks  sifnificance  la  the  world  of  to¬ 
day.  What  faith  is  soazht  at  all  Is 
parsaed  In  the  traditional  avenaes  of 
walkint  or  yardeninc  or  private  pray¬ 
er.  They  heap  ap  complaints  as  to  the 
staffiness  and  dullness  of  the  charch 
services  and  sermons.  To  most  of  them 
charch  is  Just  plain  borinf,  like  stamp 
eollectlnf  or  ralsinf  chickens.

One  of  these  days,  some  way  or 
other,  we  hope  to  find  the  answer 
as  to  why  we  Baptists  are  so  com¬ 
pletely^  ignored  by  our  Atlanta 
newspapers.  Somebody  should 
make  a  protest  and  this  Is  ours. 

The  Georgia  Baptist  Convention 
represents  more  than  600,000  per¬ 
sons.  That’s  larger  than  any  other 
denomination  in  the  state.  Yet,  we 
can  assure  yon  that  the  three-day 
session  last  week  drew  far  lues 
newspaper  attention  than  will  be 
suffered  by  any  other '  denomina¬ 
tion.  None  will,  or  can,  get  less. 

Reports  on  Wednesday’s  and 
Thursday’s  sessions  were  confined 
to  a  half  dozen  paragraphs  by  both 
the  dailies.  One  didn’t  bother  to  re¬ 
port  the  Thursday  session  at  all. 

No  news?  That’s  not  the  answer. 
It  paved  the  way  for  acquiring  title 
to  a  college,  doubled  the  size  of  its 
Executive  Committee,  and  trans¬ 
acted  other  business  of  importance. 

What  about  the  addresses?  We 
thought  them  fine.  Regardless, 
there  w’as  the  president  of  another 
state  convention,' the  president  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  a 
college  president,  a  seminary  presi¬ 
dent  and  others  of  equal  import¬ 
ance  on  the  program.  Common 
sense  reveals  they  said  something 
worth  reading. 

We  Baptists  were  ignored  .so 
completely  that  our  resolutions 
committee  didn’t  so  much  as  both¬ 
er  to  express  the  routine  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  the  newspapers — not  that 
they  care.

Many  of  them 
are  aged  and  sick,  but  most  of  them 
are  forced  to  work  on  Sundays  and  at 
night,  thus  shutting  them  out  from 
Bible  study  in  our  Sunday  schools  un¬ 
less  we  provide  it  for  them  at  a  time 
and  under  conditions  which  they  can 
accept. 

Every  Sunday  school  can  and  should 
have  the  ministry  of  an  Extension  De¬ 
partment  to  provide  Bible  study  for 
those  who  cannot  attend.  The  Exten¬ 
sion  Department  Is  a  vital  and  neces¬ 
sary  factor  In  the  ministry  of  the  Sun¬ 
day  school.  Its  objectives  are; 

1.  To  reach  every  shut-in  and  shut¬ 
out  in  the  community  for  whom  the 
Department  is  responsible. 

2.  To  enlist  each  one  In  regular 
systematic  Bible  study  and  prayer. 

S.  To  win  each  lost  one  to  Christ. 

4.  To  lead  each  saved  one  to  church 
membership. 

5.  To  properly  relate  each  one  to  all 
the  church  activities.

The  certificates  of  participation  are  being  prepared  for  those  who 
have  filed  application  for  membership.  I  have  to  be  out  of  the  office 
the  greater  part  of  next  week  with  our  exhibit  booth  at  the  Texas  Con¬ 
vention  but  I  hope  to  complete  these  certificates  and%et  them  in  the 
mail  to  you  by  the  end  of  this  week. 

The  plan  provides  that  new  members  may  enter  the  plan  only  on 
the  be^nnlng  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  plan,  which  is  July  1,  in  Mlssls- 
slDDi  WE  WILL  ACCEPT  APPLICATIONS  THROUGH  THE  RE- 
MAINDKR  OP  THIS  YEAR.  TO  JANUARY  1.  1»4#.  DATINO  THEIR 
membership  FROM  JULY  1,  1»4«.  Any  who  may  wish  to  ent«  the 
plan  from  January  1.  19«  to  July  1.  19*».  wUl  have  to  wait  untU  July  1. 
1949.  to  begin  participation.  There  is  a  90  day  grace  period  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  dum.  as  you  know,  and  any  who  wish  to  enter  the  plan  for 
the  first  90  days  of  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1949  may  do  so  and 
date  their  memberships  as  of  July  1.  1949.  After  that  period,  new  mra- 
bers  cannot  be  accepted  unUl  the  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  yew.  We 
do  not  require  a  physical  examination  and  a  year  must  lapse  b«ore 
the  protection  to  effecUve,  as  weU  as  having  paid  dues  during  that 
year. 

Members  of  the  Widows  Plan  transferring  from  another  state  may 
enter  as  of  the  date  of  the  transfer  continuing  his  participation  uuoitoh 
the  Mississippi  group.  However,  new  members  may  enter  only  as  of  the 
lMH<nning  of  the  fiscal  year.

They 
were  one  night  meetings  except  for 
one  Sunday  afternoon. 

Associatianal  Officers  Clinics 
One  of  our  annual  events  is  to  call 
all  assoclational  officers  together  for 
a  one-day  clinic.  This  year  we  had  this 
meeting  in  three  parts  thus  bringing 
It  nearer  the  workers.  The  program 
was  the  same  In  each.  Grenada,  Merl- 
idian,  and  Brookhaven  were  hosts  to 
these  meetings.  Mr,  Leonard  Wedel, 
Mr.  C.  Aubrey  Hearn,  and  Miss  Thelma 
Amote  of  the  Nashville  offices  helped 
In  the  programs. 

New  Unions  and  Study  Course  Awards 
Five  hundred  eighteen  new  unions 
have  been  organized  this  year  in  the 
state.  This  many  have  asked  for  free 
literature  which  Is  always  available 
for  each  newly  organized  union.  There 
were  no  doubt  some  organized  who  did 
not  ask  this  favor,  hence  the  number 
would  exceed  518.  This  Is  the  largest 
number  of  new  unions  ever  reported  In 
a  year.  We  issued  the  largest  number 
of  study  course  awards  this  year  that 
we  have  ever  Issued,  20,048.  This  is 
the  first  time  we  have  reached  the 
20,000  mark. 

Change  in  Study  Course  rules 
Beginning  Immediately  the  Sunday 
School  and  Training  Union  study 
course  books  dealing  with  the  «ub- 
Jects  of  the  Bible,  Stewardship,  Soul¬ 
winning  or  evangelism,  will  be  accept¬ 
able  for  credit  In  either  department. 
In  other  words  you  can  teach  any  one 
of  the  books  and  those  taking  It  may 
get  credit  either  In  the  Sunday  School 
or  Training  Union. 

Bible  Reading  and  Prayer  Meeting 

Crusade 

We  continue  our  Bible  Reading  and 
Prayer  Meeting  Crusade.  Oiu:  hope  Is 
that  every  union  will  seek  to  enlist 
the  entire  church  In  reading  the  Bible 
with  us  daily,  and  will  also  seek  to 
'enlist  the  entire  church  In  Prayer 
Meeting  attendance.  We  appeal  to  our 
pastors  to  use  their  training  union  In 
these  two  great  projects. 

A  Ten  Tear  Record 
We  were  astounded  when  we  check¬ 
ed  the  record  for  the  past  ten  years 
on  number  of  new  unions  organized 
In  Mississippi.  3,694  newly  organized 
unions  asked  for  free  literature  since 
January  1,  1939.  Many  were  short 
lived  but  all  brought  a  blessing.  In  this 
same  period  we  have  Issued  140,556 
study  course  awards  in  the  state.

Department  Report

“Whom  we  preach,  warning  every 
man,  and  teaching  every  man  In  all 
wisdom;  that  we  may  present  every 
man  perfect  In  Christ  Jesus."

The  Training  Union  department 
again  brings  an  encouraging  report  of 
the  activities  of  the  year.  Our  Theme 
for  the  veer  has  been,  “Follow  Me” 
and  we  have  undertaken  to  carry  out 
this  challenge  In  our  planning  and 
promotion.  The  Lord  has  blessed  the 
work  and  we  come  to  the  close  of  the 
year  humble  and  grateful  for  having 
had  .a  part  In  the  great  program  of 
world  wide  redemption. 

Church  to  Church  Visitation  Program 
We  set  our  faces  to  the  task  of 
having  one  of  our  workers  spend  at 
least  one  week  in  each  of  our  associa¬ 
tions  during  1948.  We  came  near  the 
goal  in  this  and  are  able  to  report  a 
week  spent  In  each  of  50  associations. 

In  15  of  these  two  or  more  weeks  were 
spent.  The  major  emphasis  has  been 
In  church  to  church  visitation,  bold¬ 
ing  a  two  hour  conference  In  seven 
different  churches  In  each  associa¬ 
tion.  In  some  with  additional  workers 
more  than  seven  churches  were  visited. 
The  conferences  In  each  case  were  on 
Training  Union  technique.  In  this 
program  we  reached  350  churches. 
Training  Union  Revivals  and 
Leadership  Schools 
In  19  associations  we  held  a  Train-  • 
ing  Union  Revival  and  Leadership 
School.  In  these,  three  of  our  workers 
usually  participated  each  teaching  one 
of  the  Leadership,  Manuals.  The 
schools  have  been  In  a  central  church 
with  other  churches  in  the  associa¬ 
tion  sending  their  workers  in.  In  this 
program  we  have  reached  leaders  from 
100  churches.  The  vital  needs  In  all  of 
our  work  Is  not  only  leaders,  but  ef¬ 
ficient  leaders.  This  Is  the  third  year 
we  have  emphasized  the  Leadership 
Schools  and  they  had  "paid  off.”  Our 
reports  show  a  much  better  quality  of 
work  being  done  In  the  unions. 

Enlargement  Campaigns 
Three  Simultaneous  Assoclational 
Enlargement  Campaigns  have  been 
planned  and  directed  this  year.  47 
churches  have  been  reached  in  this 
effort.  We  are  indebted  to  a  fine  group 
of  pastors  and  other  leaders  who  vol¬ 
unteered  a  week  of  their  time  to  help 
in  these  campaigns.  Many  new  unions 
were  started  and  many  additional 
workers  enlisted. 

16  Conventions 

June,  one  of  the  busiest  months  we 
have  and  one  of  the  most  profitable. 
Is  the  time  for  District  Conventions. 
The  conventions  this  year  were  up  to 
par  in  every  respect.  The  number  par¬ 
ticipating  In  the  various  drills  and 
contest  reflected  the  good  training 
that  has  been  going  on  In  the 
churches.  Our  State  Convention  will 
be  held  December  28  at  First  Church 
Jack-son.  The  entire  afternoon  will  be 
given  to  “Department  Conferences.” 
Our  theme  for  the  State  convention 
will  be  our  Southwide  Theme  for 
1949  “Found  Faithful.”

When  Brotherhoods  ShoaUI  Meet 

Occasionally,  we  are  asked  the  ques¬ 
tion,  and  usually  by  newly  organised 
Brotherhoods,  what  is  the  best  time 
tor  a  Brotherhood  to  meet?  If  the 
question  had  been — how  frequently 
should  Brotherhoods  meet? — it  would 
be  simple.  We  would  say  without  hesi¬ 
tation  that  the  more  frequently  a 
Brotherhood  meets,  the  more  far- 
reaching  will  be  the  results.  While 
much  good  Is  being  done  by  Brother¬ 
hoods  meeting  once  a  month,  un¬ 
questionably  more  would  be  accom¬ 
plished  if  these  Brotherhoods  could 
meet  weekly. 

But,  on  what  night  of  the  week 
should  Brotherhoods  meet?  That  is 
another  question.  Frankly,  we  do  not 
know.  There  are  approximately 
twenty-seyen  thousand  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  churches.  Some  of  these  churches 
are  located  In  thrirlng  industrial  cen-

ters,  others  In  agricultural  sections. 
Some  are  In  big  cities,  others  In  small 
towns  and  Tillages,  still  others  are 
country  churches.  Some  are  full-time 
churches,  others  part-time. 

The  membership  of  these  churches 
range  from  fewer  than  one  hundred 
to  nearly  nine  thousand.  The  adult 
male  membership  will  range  from 
fewer  than  twenty-five  to  more  thsm 
two  thousand  men.  To  undertake  to 
set  a  uniform  meetliig  time  for  these 
men  wpuld  be  as  Impractical  as  it 
would  be  arbitrary.  Such  matters 
must  be  left  entirely  to  the  Judge¬ 
ment  of  the  Individual  church.  The 
church  Is  certainly  in  the  best  posi¬ 
tion  to  fix  a  meeting  time  which  will 
bring  about  the  best  results  for  the 
whole  program.  This  seems  to  us  to  be 
just  plain  common  sense.  We  know  It 
Is  thoroughly  Baptlstic.

Oklahoma  voted  single 
Uliance  with  the  Southern  Convention 
in  1914,  Missouri  In  1919.  with  vigor¬ 
ous  opposition  and  with  a  small  con¬ 
tinued  resistance. 

Baker  records  that  after  March,  1931, 
leoslon.  “always  alleged  to  be  doctrinal, 
began  to  spread  .  .  .  through  Arlaona. 

Oalifomia,  Washington.  Oregon.  Kansas, 

*iwi  Alaska.”  He  predicts  that  because 
of  Immigration  from  the  South  into 
Western  areas  and  because  of  doctrinal 
insistence  "geographical  lines  as  con¬ 
sidered  at  present  will  never  cease  caud- 
■jig  tension."  He  predicts  that  "bitter- 
oess  and  antagonism”  will  break  out  in 
Mevada,  Dtab.  and  Colorado  "surely  In 
ills  generation."  Southern  Baptists  are 
“on  the  march,”  and  no  limits  are  dis¬ 
cernible  to  their  expansion.  Crusaders 
are  not  usually  amenable  to  reason  and 
to  appeals  of  fellowship.  The  doctrinal 
issue  is  not  the  only — perhaps  not  the 
chief— actual  reason  for  this  course. 

The  Northern  Convention  is  naturally 
and  properly  deeply  concerned.  At  their 
initiative  a  joint  committee  gave  much 
consideration  during  1947-48  to  finding 
some  formula  for  fraternal  procedure. 

A  report  was  unanimously  agreed  upon. 

But  when  the  time  for  the  report  at 
Memphis  arrived,  the  Southern  chairman 
announced  that  very  recent  develop¬ 
ments  and  manifest  trends  left  the  whole 
matter  in  such  suspense  as  to  make  it 
advisable  that  the  report  not  be  submit¬ 
ted,  and  asked  for  continuance.  This 
course  was  in  line  with  a  vigorous  dis¬ 
position  dominant  at  that  meeting  to 
>usb  aggressively  the  campaign  of  ex- 
enslon  in  Northern  territory. 

Seme  ef  ito  leaders  insist  that  they  are 
•vecUag  for  “erthedesT*  CAiisUanity 
against  “modernistic”  defection  and  "hn- 
naanisllc  liberalism”  in  the  Nerthem 
Convention.  Bach  charges  arc  made 
wtthont  safficient  discrimination  and  are 
earnestly  denied  by  the  Northern  leaders 
and  organisatioaa. 

Within  the  Southern  Convention,  dis- 
sossion  and  formal  action  during  the 
last  fifty  years  has  defined  inter-rela¬ 
tions  of  churches,  *  associations,  state¬ 
wide  organisations,  in  a  way  that  leaves 
Um  Southern  Baptist  Convention  incom¬ 
petent  to  .deal  effectively  with  the  North- 
era  Convention  with  reference  to  the 
geographical  questions.  Neither  Conven¬ 
tion  can  speak  except  for  its  town  or¬ 
ganisation  and  agencies.  R  has  no  con¬ 
trol  over  any  other  organisation.  R  can 
direct  its  own  agents  and  agencies  to 
observe  the  principles  of  comity  and 
fraternity  with  another  general  body. 

Bat  this  cannot  preclude  Indepedent  in¬ 
dividual  action  or  a  course  of  action  by 
some  group  of  individuals  or  churches 
wfdch  win  produce  a  sitaatlaa  with

which  the  Convention  must  deal.  And 
It  must  now  deal  with  It  by  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  Its  own  constitution. 

Again  and  again  the  Conventions  have 
been  faced  with  falta  accomplls  with  the 
production  of  which  they  had  no  respon¬ 
sibility.  but  with  which  they  must  now 
deal  in  a  specific  way.  Examples  abound 
in'  the  course  of  both  general  conven¬ 
tions.  The  Southern  Convention  hsd  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  the  opening  of  missions 
In  Mexico,  but  when  It  faced  such  s  mis¬ 
sion  Inaugurated  by  Texas  Baptists  it 
could  not  but  take  it  over.  So  the  North¬ 
ern  Convention  (Missionary  Union)  had 
no  part  in  the  Baptist  Mission  in  die 
Belgian  Congo,  but  when  Guinness  of-  * 
(ered  to  turn  it  over  to  the  Union  the 
path  of  duty  was  plain. 

To  come  nearer  home,  the  Southern 
Convention  had  no  responsibility  as  such 
for  the  Southern  niinpis  Associaticm,  but 
when  the  messengers  of  that  group  ap¬ 
plied  the  constitution  had  a  wide  open 
door,  through  which  they  entered. 

The  Convention  officially  bad  no  part 
in  the  inauguration  of  the  Golden  Gate 
Seminary,  nor  with  its  recent  location  in 
close  proximity  to  another  Baptist  semi¬ 
nary.  Yet  when  that  seminary  shall  be 
urgently  offered  to  the  Convention,  its 
acceptance  or  rejection  will  be  decided 
on  basis  of  the  policy  and  policies  of 
the  general  body. 

Tbe  thirty  Kansas  churches- is  another 
case  In  point. 

n  seems  that  #«r  hlatery  haa  brenght 
■s  te  the  cendlUoa  when  geographical 
conaideratlons  are  te  be  Igaered  am  not 
pertinent.  They  were  never  rightly  or 
actually  determinative.  The.  complete 
autonomy  of  chnrchea,  the  independent 
aotOBomy  of  all  Baptist  bodies,  must 
leave  affiliation  and  co-operation  free. 
So  long  aa  we  think  sectionally,  we  win 
act,  by  ronvtcUon  or  prejudice,  along 
aecUonal  lines.  That  cannot  but  be  true. 
North  or  South,  East  or  West.  Unless 
and  nntU  we  attain  unto  a  compreben- 
aive  Baptist  conacionaneaa  and  are 
moved  by  a  comprehensive  Baptist  fel¬ 
lowship,  we  mnst  go  on  constrained  by 
limited  loyaltiea  and  making  progress 
under  tensions. 

These  tensions  we  can  endure,  modify, 
and  resolve  if  we  are  guided  and  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  remember¬ 
ing  always  that  He  Is  One  Spirit  snd 
that  Christ  Is  not  divided.  Only  thus  can 
we  successfully  find  our  wsy  In  the  con¬ 
fusion  that  lies  about  us  snd  promises 
to  grow  more  serious  In  the  Immediate 
future.

In 
Cleveland  delegates  are  expected  from 
nearly  all  the  more  than  sjxty  coun¬ 
tries  throughout  which  the  sixteen 
millions  of  Baptists  are  scattered.
